Pollowing  the  custom  a.dopted  in  recent  years  this  annual  report  deals 
briefly  with  ma-tters  of  public  health  T\rithin  ray  responsibility. 

The  general  standa.rd  of  health  of  the  people  living  in  our  district  wa.s 
high.  There  Y/ere  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  a.nd  only  one 
hundred  and  forty-seven  cases  v/ere  notified.  This  wa.s  nearly  a hundred  fev/er 
tha.n  in  the  preceding  year.  The  improvement  resulted  mainly  frara  the  fa.ll  in 
the  mea.sles  and  vYhooping  cough  figures.  In  19^  there  were  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three  ca.ses  of  mea.sles  a.nd  in  the  year  in  review  only  fifty-one. 
yrhooping  cough  notifications  fell  from  fifty-five  to  forty-one.  Our  peaik 
figure  for  measles  occurred  in  1947  when  there  were  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
cases.  As  Yrill  be  seen  elsewhere  in  the  report  our  ra.tes  for  mea.sles  per 
thousand  of  the  vYhole  population  compare  most  favourably  with  the  population 
ra.tes  for  England  a.nd  Wa.les.  There  Y/ere  no  deaths  from  either  measles  or 
whooping  cough. 

Th2  figvree^fo^  pneumonia,  scarlet  fever,  puerpural  pyrexia  a.nd  erysipela.s 
vYere  almost  the  samie  a.s  in  the  year  before. 

As  far  a.s  the  distribution  of  zjmiotic  diseases  YYa.s  concerned,  the  only 
striking  fea.tures  Y/ere  the  occurrence  of  tv/enty- three  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
out  of  thirty-six  in  KegvTorth  a.nd  of  eighteen  ca.ses  of  whooping  cough  in  Long 
Whe.ttcn  out  of  forty- one. 

There  YYere  no  ca.ses  of  infantile  pcara.lysis. 

It  YYill  be  recalled  tha.t  in  1948  there  YYa.s  a.  ca.se  of  typhoid  fever  in 
Charley.  Despite  prolonged  investigations,  in  which  YYe  Y/ere  grea.tly  aided  by 
the  Medical  Director  of  the  Emergency  Public  Hea.lth  La.bora.tory,  no  source  of 
the  infection  YYa.s  discovered,  nor  were  there  any  further  cases. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria,  occurred.  The  immunisa.tion  a.gainst  this  disease 
is  noYY  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  Health  Department^  but  is 
carried  out  a.s  before  by  the  famiily  doctors.  The  ta.ble  on  immunisa.tion  vYhich 
I ha.ve  inGorpore.ted  in  ray  report  YYas  compiled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 


The  comparative  vital  sta.tistics  TYere  of  considerable  interest.  Although 
there  v/e.s  a.n  increr..se  in  the  dea.th  rate  from  10  per  thousand  of  our  rural 
popula.tion  in  194^  to  10.6,  nevertheless  this  compared  favourably  vYith  the 
figure  of  11.7  for  Engla.nd  a.nd  Wales  an  a.  YYhole.  In  1948  our  ra.te  was  0.8  less 
than  Engla.nd  and  Wales. 

The  infantile  dea.th  rate,  representing  six  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  a.ge,  wan  21  per  thousa.nd  live  births.  In  1948  the  rate  wan  28  a.nd  in 
the  previous  year  it  YYas  47-  The  1949  nate  for  Engla.nd  and  Wales  YYas  32. 
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There  were  a hundred  and  forty-five  live  births  \Thich  v/as  thirty-four 
fewer  than  in  1948  and  which  produced  a fall  in  our  birth  rate  from  L9.5 
per  thousand  of  the  total  population  to  14»9‘  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  v/as  l6.7«  In  1948  our  rate  was  1»6  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales.  Our  still  birth  rate^  havever,  of  0.32  was  a considerable  improvement 
on  the  0.65  rate  for  the  year  before  and  v/as  slightly  better  than  the  figure 
for  England  and  vifales^  which  was  0.39- 

Throughout  the  year  the  water  supply  v/as  satisfa.ctory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity.  The  supply  v/as  received  from  three  separate  sources^  the 
Water  Authorities  in  each  case  carrying  out  periodic  analyses  at  leo.st  once 
a month.  As  requested  by  the  Minister  analytical  reports  are  included  in 
the  appendage.

It  is  important,  however,  to  note  tha.t  this 
sample  was  ta.ken  before  trea.tment.  The  Bacteriologist's  report  on  .a  sa.mple 
after  trealment  has  been  forwCirded  to  you  under  separaute  cover  (Report  No. 428) 
.and  this  shows  that  chlorination  has  dealt  a.dequa.tely  with  the  slight 
c ont  aminat ion.
